CITIES TURN TO THEIR UNCLE SAM , 
One of th e most interesting th ings th a t is 
h appening th ese days is th e profou nd sh ift th at 
seems to be taking place in th e relationsh ip be­ 
tween federal and city governments. 
Ju st wh ere we are h eading, in th is field, is not 
yet clear. Th e th ings th a t h ave already h ap­ 
pened, cou pled with th e developments th a t lie' 
ju st ah ead, look sometimes like th e ou tlines of 
a very deep and compreh ensive ch ange in ou r 
wh ole system of local government. 
Consider a few of th e ways in wh ich th e fed­ 
eral governm ent is getting its h ands on th ings 
th a t always h ave been considered strictly th e 
cities’ own bu siness. 
' 
Vast am ou nts of money from th e federal 
treasu ry are going and will go to th e cities — 
not only to feed th e poor, eradicate slu ms, bu ild 
h ou ses and finance oth er pu blic works, bu t to 
enable th e cities to pay th eir teach ers, th eir po­ 
lice and th eir oth er employes. 
Th e gangsters wh o h ave overawed th e au th or­ 
ities in so m any cities are being attacked di­ 
rectly by Uncle Sam. Advices from W ash ing­ 
ton indicate th a t th e government will seek 
broader, powers th an now exist so th a t it may 
tackle th is evil more effectively th an is now pos­ 
sible. 
Su ch cities as Detroit h ave petitioned th e fed­ 


eral governm ent for a new kind of relief in th e 
m atter of mu nicipal bonds. Some cities not only 
cannot pay th eir bills, bu t cannot carry th eir 
bonded indebtedness; and h ere, again, Uncle 
Sam h as been asked to come to th e rescu e. 
On top of all of th ese th ings, th e adm inistra­ 
tion’s plan for economic reorganization, as ex­ 
emplified in th e Mu scle Slioals-Tennessee Valley 
program, looks forward to noth ing less th an a 
redistribu tion of th e cou ntry’s popu lation, a 
scaling down in th e ph ysical size of some cities, 
a transplantation of people in a way th a t m igh t 
u ltim ately become trem endou s in scope. 
Add all of th ese th ings togeth er and you get 
an entirely new pictu re of local government. Th e 
old order, u nder wh ich local governm ents were 
to all intents and pu rposes completely inde­ 
pendent, seems to be dissolving w ith amazing 
speed. 
A new line-u p is in th e m aking, and it 
may produ ce ch anges th a t will alter th e wh ole 
face of ou r society.

TWO EXPERIMENTS IN GOVERNMENT 
One more nation seems to h ave decided th a t 
th e righ ts of th e individu al cou nt for noth ing 
in th e h igh ly-organized society of th e indu strial 
era. 
Germany, u nder a Fascist dictatorsh ip, 
takes a leaf from S talin’s book and mobilizes 
labor, takes over labor u nions and prepares to 
control all th e big indu stries from top to bot­ 
tom. 
Th is sch eme, wh ich is noth ing less th an as­ 
tou nding in its scope, may m ark th e beginning 
of a new ch apter in th e h istory of h u m an so­ 
ciety. Th e combined parallel and contrast be­ 
tween Fascist Germ any and Commu nist Ru ssia 
is one of th e m ost interesting sigh ts th e world 
h as ever been perm itted to watch . 
Ru ssia, acting by and for th e m an at th e bot­ 
tom of th e ladder, tu rns an entire nation into 
one vast produ ctive m ach ine. 
Germany, wh ose governm ent seems to repre­ 
sent ch iefly th e m an at th e top, does precisely 
th e same th ing. 
Seeking widely divergent goals, th ese two 
cou ntries h ave adopted almost identical ve­ 
h icles. 
Th e development begu n wh en Jam es W att pu t 
h is steam engine on th e m arket h as carried m an­ 
kind a long way, h as brou gh t it th rou gh some 
cu riou s scenery, and now, at last, seems to h ave 
brou gh t it to a great fork in th e road. Ru ssia 
h as gone one way, Germ any is starting down th e 
oth er; and th e most im portant qu estion before 
th e race today is w h eth er th ese are th e only two 
path s available. 
Mu st we all follow eith er Germ any or Ru ssia? 
Mu st an indu strial society, in th e very natu re of 
th ings, cru sh th e last trace of th e individu al 
freedom and ch oose between h ard-boiled Com­ 
mu nism or ru th less Fascism? Or is th ere, by 
good lu ck, a th ird road? 
Th e answer depends largely on ou r own 
United States. 
We h ave started, amid social ch anges th a t we 
h ave h ardily begu n to u nderstand, along a th ird 
road. We cling to th e notion th a t it is possi­ 
ble to m aintain an intricate indu strial soci­ 
ety w ith ou t discarding th e old ideals of liberty 
and individu al initiative. Ou r “new deal,” if it is 
to mean anyth ing, m u st m ean th a t we. are now 
beginning a stu pendou s effort to prove th a t th e 
notion is ju stified.
